The following is a copy of MM. Necwer’s Letter to 
the Prefident of the National Affembly, inclofing the 
Report of the Privy Council to the Kine on the fub- 
fed of the royal fanétion : 

“ Mr Prefident, 

“ His Majefty’s Minifters have thought it their du- 
ty to acquaint his Maje(ty with the nature of the bufi- 
nefs now entered upon by the Natidnal Affembly ; 
and his Maje(ty, after having examined the report { 
made of it to the Council, has authorifed me to lay 
the fame before the National Affembly, and to fub- 
join fome reflections, which I refpeétfully offer to the 
confideration of the National Affembly, and thus keep 
the promile I made in my laft report, to obey the 
laws of my duty, and come forward as often as I per- 
ceived that by doing fo I might be of the fmalleft ad- 
vantage to the public, I have the honour to be, 

With refpeé, Mr’Prefident, 
Your moft humble, 
And very obedient fervant, 

Verfailles, Sept. 11. 1789. NECKER.” 





M. Necker begiris the report by lamenting the 
confequences that might follow only a fi majority 
in favour of the abfolute veto, the mifapprehenfions 
of the people as to the term itfelf, and that the word 
confent had not been ufed in its _ fead. He obferyes, 
that the prefent calm of the nation is chiefly due to 
the influence of reafon and of hope, and that it is ab- 
folutely neceffary to prevent this influence ‘from _get- 
ting weaker. Thefe confiderations, he fays, led him 
to think of a fufpentive veto, which might reconcile 
all parties, and be attended with no inconveniencies. 
He fuppofes, that the Deputies be chofen for two or 
three years ; that to this period be applied the word 
Legiflature, lately introduced into the language, and 
then afks, if the Monarch might not be allowed to 
withhold his confent from fach laws as he conceived 
to be contrary to the interefts of the State for two 
confecutive legiflatures, and then if the third legifla- 
ture again voted it, that it fhould be valid.

veto were abfolute and indefinite: fuch a veto would 
become null in England from the fears of uling it; 
and the good of the State in France requires one of a 
different fort. It is, then, becaufe the action of the 
veto would be kept up $ becaufe it would be rendered 
real ; becaufe its influence would be preferved, that 
T am of opinion it would be ufeful, if it were limited, 
I think then, Sir, that, direéted as you have always 
been by a real love for the State, your Majefty thould 
not gegret the lofs of the exercife of an abfolute inde- 
finite pef4y,.if you enjoy that of a fufpenfive one, fuch 
as itis now explained: andI believe the difference 
bet veen the one and the other cannot be placed on a 
parallel with the rif of difturbing the public tran- 
quillity. _[t is by means of this tranquillity that you 
will be able to prefervé the hope of feeing the beft 
days of France return amidit the content of the na- 
tion. But in the prefent {tate of the kingdom, when 
f{ubfiftence, money, the want of fubordination in fome, 
the means of refiftance in others, and the pot dif- 
pofition of men’s minds occafion a thoufand princi- 
ples of fermentation ; it is of the firft importance to 
prevent the new diforders that miaft be the confe- 
quence of a divifion in the National Affembly; fince 
at prefent it alone, by its unity snd perdeverynce, can 
bring back. the general peace, reltore to alarmed 
France her repofe and confidence, and give her au- 
guft Monarch the esloyaiest of that happinefs of 
which fhe has been fo long deprived.” f

_ Art. HY, Auftria thall keep pofleffion of all fhe has 
in her hands at prefent, viz. Moldavia, with the fort- 
refs of Choczim, and alfo all which has been taken 
from the ‘Turks in Servia or Croatia.” The Court of 
Vienna fhall always be at liberty to exchange the 
fouth of Moldavia for that part of Wallachia which 
Auftria poffeffed from the year 1718 until the peace 
of 1739, whith extends to the river d’Alt, and covers 
the Baanat. 

_Art. IV. As the Emperor does not with-to aggraa- 
dize or augment his poffeflions on ‘the Danube, the 
works of the fortrefs of Belgrade fhall be likewife ra- 
zed, and this place in future thall only be a free wa- 
ding town. ct nge gen 
_ Art. V. The fortrefs of New Orfova; on an ifland 
in the Danube, fhall be alfo deftroyed ; but the Turks 
may fortify Widdin, and make it the frontier fortrefs 
of their empire. 

Art. VI. The Convention concluded between the 
Emperor and the Ottoman Porte in 1784, hall conti- 
nue in full force and vigour, andthe merchant fhips 
of Auftria fhall have. a free navigation all along the 
Danube. 

Art. VIL. The Poles fhalf be 
fach form of government as they pleafe, without any 
foreign. neighbouring power intermeddling in their 
domettic concerns.

In vain did the Mayor attempt to 
fatisfy the furious populace that the report was falfe. 
A’ thoufaud voices exclaimed at once, “ He wifhed 
to famifh us before, and to-day to poifon us.” ‘The 
mounted the {teps of the Hotcl de Ville, feized the 
Mayor, dragged him into the f{treet, and difpatched 
him by a thouiand blows. They then faftened arope 
‘about the neck of the lifelefs body, and dragged it 
through an arm of the river, and about the ftreets. 
«While this tragedy was acting, another party plun- 
dered his houte and razed it to the ground. ‘Thence 
fey proceeded to the houfe of M. Bezancon; but 
ume of his neighbours, juitly alarmed for their own 
fafety, repulfed them with mufquetry, This was af- 
teéted the more eafily, as the greater number of the 
rioters were engaged in phundering other houdes, 
Next day the rice fuppofed to be poifoned was burnt 
withont the citys the populace threatening to burn 
M. Bezancon along with it, whom they accufed as 
the accomplice of the Mayor. ‘The calm that fucceed- 
ed this tumult was hardly lefs alarming than the tu- 
mult itfelf, being confidered as the prelude of a frefh 
outrage. 

-Another. account fays, The cruelty ‘hewn to the 
Chief Magiftrate of Troyes is cimparallelled in modern 
hiftory, and more {hocking than-the executions in 
Paris. The Mayor was not oaly dragged by the mob 
from the feat of jultice where he was oificiating, and 
a.cord tied round his neck, by which he was led 
through the principal {treets, but on coming to the 
place of execution, he was firlt mutilated, then hung 
up, aad afterwards cut in fmall pieces. He was e- 
fteenied a moft worthy man, and of excellent charac- 
ter. i
